that France has now achieved national renovation—one is almost 
tempted to say national renaissance. Every practical index proves the 
dramatic rebirth o° French national, leadership. The birth rate has 
risen astonishingly. The rate of industrial output has risen even mora 
astonishingly. Many other signs point in the same directon. This re- 
porter has not spent much time in France in the last five years but 
expected no great change when he returned here. Hence tha exper- 
ience of returning and seeing the new self-confidence and new energy 
of France have been immensely exciting and impressive. And this new 
energy and new self-confidence were proof against the set-back at 
Suez. 


The change in France has been masked froi.i the world, mean- 


while, for a simple reason. Although the country has greatly altered, 
the Government has not altered. The Cabinet of Prime Minister Bour- 
ges-Maunoury represents approximately the same uneasy balance of 
conflicting interests and opposed viewpoints that every French Cabinet 
has represented since General Charles de Gaulle left office in a huff, 
shortly after the war. 


The natural result of this kind of government was bitterly de- 


scribed to this reporter by a brilliant and cynical young French Deputy 
during a discussion of the Algerian problem. "We cannot make war 
because it would offend the Left," said the Deputy, as though he were 
stating a Euclidean proposition. "And we cannot make peace because 
it would offend the Right. So we continue to shed blood and pour 
out treasure with no end in view." 
; 


This Governmental inability to take great decisions is not ab- 


solute, and it does not mean that French governments lack very able 
and courageous men. One such man is Bourgess-Maunoury's youthful, 
astute and tough Finance Minister, Felix Gaillard. Gaillard has not ex- 
actly checked France's dangerous fiscal drifting, which has continued 
for so many years. But he has, so to speak, got the vessel under par-> 
tial control, and thus he has roused real hope for the fiscal future. 


In sum, the French outlook would be decidedly promising if it 


were not for the basic, still unsettled question of France's standing, 
not as a great nation but as a great world power.. In a queer vfay, 
France's national revival has made this an 
acute 
question. Few 


Frenchmen would have bothered to claim standing for France, aa a 
world power ten years ago, but most of them do so now. 


This question, plus the torturing problem of the mission snd mora 


Frenchmen who make their homes there, are the two real roots of the 
Algerian difficulty. Even more than the uneasy balance in the Gov- 
ernment, these are the reasons why in Algeria, France will neither 
make war nor peace. And once again, as in the cast of Britain, the 
unanswered question about France's standing as a world power is a 
constant threat to the unity of the Western Alliance. Indeed, the out- 
look now is that the dispute about Algeria will cause a split between 
France and the other Western allies, at th on-coming session of tha 
United Nations, that will T3e -deeper and worse than any split in th.9 
Western Alliance in all the post-war years.

Activities said Morros has named 
Martha Dodd Stern as a Soviet 
spy who once tried to betray Mor- 
ros' counterspy activities to the 
Soviets.

Stern is the 
socialite 


daughter of the late William E. 
Dodd, who was ambassador 
to 


Nazi Germany from 1933 to 1938. 
She and her husband recently 
vanished from Mexico City and 
belief has been expressed both are 
now behind the Iron Curtain. 


Walter said testimony by Mor- 


ros "clearly established Martha 
Dodd . . . and her husband, Al- 
fred Stern, as part of the Soviet's 
apparatus." Stern is a wealthy in- 
vestment broker. 


Morros, a Russian-born Holly- 


wood composer-director, was re- 
vealed last week as a double 
agent who had fooled the Soviets 
for 12 years. He gave first details 
in a news conference in New 
York, and Walter said he gave 
the committee further information 
under oath in New York Friday.

AYfASHINGTON— (NBA) —The

Mo.) feels proud of a recent 
House action to make poultry 
inspection a national law. Al- 
though the bill does not bear 
her name, it contains ideas which 
she has been fighting for the last 
three years. 


Since 1954, the first congress- 


woman from Missouri has been 
warning that much of the poul- 
try consumed by Americans is 
not fit to eat. Two earlier bills 
•which she submitted resulted 
from her investigations which 
showed dirty, diseased chickens 
and turkeys were being sold to 
the public. 


But advocating that all poul- 


try, like beef, should be fed- 
erally inspected never entered 
her mind until recent years. Be- 
fore marrying the late Congress- 
man John B. Sullivan, she was 
busy running a business school 
in St. Louis. There she special- 
ized in teaching her students 
how to operate an accounting 
machine.

MRS. 
StnLIJVAN moved to 


Washington with her husband 
during the early part of World 
War II. Since congressmen were 
having a bard time finding any 
office help, she went to work for 
him. The job taught her an in- 
terest in Congress which latex

about the subject, she spent long 
hours in a library studying. 


Then she invited the club to 


act as her advisory committee. 
Its job was to point out loop- 
holes in the food laws which 
needed correcting. It was this 
same group. The St Louis Con- 
sumer Federation, which aroused 
her Interest in the need for 
stronger poultry inspection. 


The unpleasant things Mrs. 


Sullivan has learned about the 
poultry business haven't spoiled 
her appetite for chicken. 


"I love it," she says. But she 


won't eat fowl without knowing 
it has been inspected and re- 
ceived a clean bill ol health. 
And she advises all housewives 
to do the same.
